Captain Andersen Denies Re­ 


sponsibility tor Sinking Em­ 


press ot Ireland. 


Montreal. June I.— W ith her boys 
crumpled In and twisted around at an 
acute angle to port and a gap show­ 
ing on the port side only a foot or so 
above the water line, In mute evi­ 
dence of the tragedy in which she fig­ 
ured, the Norwegian collier Storstad 
limped into the harbor. 


A few minutes Inter a warrant of 
arrest, taken out by the Canadian Pa- 
ciflc railway, was nailed to her main­ 
m ast by order of W . Simpson W alker, 
K . 
C., registrar of the Quebec ad­ 
m iralty. 


" B y w hat authority do you come on 
board my vessel and place it tinder ar­ 
re st?’’ asked Captain Andersen, com­ 
m ander of the collier. 
" B y authority 
of the 
British em­ 
pire," curtly replied the deputy sher 
Iff who was commanded to execute 
the warrant and who forthwith pro­ 
ceeded to affix the warrant in the cus­ 
tom ary place. 


Claims $2,000,000 for Loss. 


The seisure of the Storstad was at 
the instance of the Canadian Pacific 
R ailw ay 
company, 
whose 
claim 
against the owners of the collier, the 
M aritim e Steamship company of Nor­ 
way, is for $2,000,000 loss. 
Captain Andersen, immediately the 
collier docked, was in conference with 
Captain Ove Dang, Am erican chief or 
the Maritim e Steamship company of 
Norway, and John J. Griffin, attorney 
for the company, both of whom had 
come on from New York to get the 
captain and sailors first hand and to 
look into the situation. 
According to Captain Andersen the 
Storstad did not back away after the 
collision. 
On the contrary, she steam­ 
ed ahead in an effort to keep her bow 
in the hole she had dug into the side 
of the Empress. 
The Empress, however, according to 
the 8 tors tad’s officers, headed away 
and bent tile Storstad’a bow over at 
an acute angle to port. 
A lter that the 
Empress.; was hidden from the view of 
the Storstad and, despite the fact that 
the Storstad kept her whistle blowing, 
she could not locate the Empress un­ 
till the cries of some of the victims 
in the water were heard. 


Denies Moving A fter Shock. 


Captain Andersen absolutely denied 
that he moved a mile or so away from 
the Em press after his vessel struck 
the 
liner. 
The 
Storstad 
had 
not 
moved, it was the Em press which had 
changed position, he declared. 
According to the report made by 
Captain Andersen to the owners im­ 
m ediately the collision occurred he 
heard Captain Kendall shout, calling 
en him not to pull away. 
" I won’t,” shouted the Storstad’s 
captain, as loud as he could. 
After 
that the Empress disappeared from 
the Storstad’s view. 
The statement issued by Dang and 
Griffin is as follows: 
“ The 
vessels 
sighted each 
other 
when far apart. 
The Em press of Ire­ 
land was seen off the port bow of the 
Storstad. 
The Em press of Ireland’s 
green or starboard light was visible 
to those on the Storstad. 
Under these 
circum stances the rules of navigation 
gave the Storstad the right of way. 
The heading of the Em press was then 
changed in such a manner as to put 
the vessel in a position to pass safe­ 
ly. 
Shortly after a fog enveloped first 
the Em press and then the Storstad. 


Storstad’s Engines Stopped. 


"Fo g signals were exchanged, the 
Storstad’s engines at once were slow­ 
ed and then stopped. 
H er heading re­ 
mained unaltered. 
W histles from the 
Em press were heard on the Storstad’s 
port bow and were answered. 
The 
Em press of Ireland 
was then seen 
through the fog close at hand on the 
port bow of the Storstad. 
She was 
showing her green light and was mak­ 
ing considerable headway. 
"T he engines of the Storstad at once 
were reversed at full speed and her 
headway was 
nearly 
checked when 
the vessels came together. 
" It has been said that the Storstad 
should not have backed out of the 
hole made by the collision. 
She did 
not do so. 
As the vessel came togeth­ 
er the Storstad’s engines were ordered 
ahead for the purpose of holding her 
bow against the sides of the Empress 
and thus preventing the entrance of 
water into the vessel. 
"T he headway of the Empress, how­ 
ever, swung the Storstad around In 
such a way as to twist the Storstad’s 
bow out of the hole and to bend the 
bow itself over to port. 


Empress Disappears in Fog. 


"T he Em press at once disappeared 


T h e 'Storstad vias Wien manmitcred as 
close to the Em press as was safe in 
view of the danger of injury to the 
persons who were already in the wa­ 
ter. 
"T he Storstad at once lowered every 
one of her boats and sent them to 
save the passengers and crew of the 
Empress, though she herself was in 
serious danger of sinking. W hen two 
boats From the Em press reached the 
Storstad 
the 
Storstad’s 
men 
also 
manned 
these 
boats and 
went 
in 
them to the rescue. 
Her own boats 
made several trips and in all about. 
3:>0 persons were taken on board and 
everything that ship’s stores contain­ 
ed was used for their comfort.”

Criticism Always Results When Aged 
Man, Long In Uncle Sam ’s Service. 
Is Thrown Cut W ith No Means of 
Support— Efforts 
to 
Solve 
Vexing 
Question Have Proved Fruitless.

The everlasting and unsettled problem 
of the disposition of su{*erunnuuu-*l 
clerks in the government servil e is a 
subject of great interest iii W ashing­ 
ton ami frequently agitates congress. 
This is especially true when any head 
of a department or bureau dismisses 
these (fid employees, for at once there 
arises a considerable clamor about the 
injustice of turning aged persons adrift 
who have been so ninny years in the 
government service and have accumu­ 
lated nothing for the support of their 
declining years. 
A civil service pension list is ob­ 
noxious to most members of congress, 
and, although it has warm supporters, 
there has never been any legislation on 
the subject. 
It bas been suggested 
that a certain portion of the pay of 
each employee should ba deducted and 
a fund created for the support of the 
superannuated. 
W hile this is popular 
w itli the older employees, it is bitterly 
contested by the younger, for they do 
not think that they should be taxed in 
order to support others. 
There has been more discussion on 
this subject in the last few years on 
account of the efforts that have been 
made to increase the efficiency of the 
departments and especially after so 
much time and mouey were spent by 
the T aft economy commission to im­ 
prove the government service. 


Civil Pensions Bitterly Contested. 
No subject arouses more bitter oppo­ 
sition than any measure which pro­ 
poses a civil [hoisiou list. Generally lu 
these discussions the entire subject of 
the retirement of officers of the army 
and navy and of judges of the courts 
Is attacked, and there is a great deal of 
criticism of the retired 
lists which 
have been created heretofore. 
Sometimes tile bureaus have made 
good records for efficiency by weeding 
out the old and suj>ernnnnated em­ 
ployees. 
This has l*een accomplished 
without their discharge by shifting 
them to other bureaus. 
A head of a 
bureau, anxious to make his sendee 
| markedly efficient, w ill oftentimes Ik* 


I aide to shift an inefficient employee 
I upon some bureau officer who is more 
complacent, with the result that some 
bureaus become the haven of "dead 
wood,” so called, and thereby incur a 
demand for a general reorganization. 


Nothing Is Ever Done. 
There are few heads of departments 
who w ill cast adrift any of the old 
men and women who have been long 
in the government sendee and have no 
means of support. 
I have heard a 
number of cabinet officers say that 
they w ill not be res|K>nsible for casting 
adrift these derelicts until congress so 
determines 
by 
legislation. 
Congress 
w ill not take that action, and up to the 
present time congress has not provided 
a pension list for these old employees. 
Consequently 
the 
discussion 
goes 
around in circles, and nothing is ever 
done. 
But it causes a considerable 
commotion when some of these em­ 
ployees are dropped from the rolls and 
their friends make an effort to secure 
their reinstatement. 


Does Not Disturb Barrett.
